Scientists: Baby With HIV Cured 


Case offers promising 
clues in fight to thwart 
infections in children 

Washington 

A baby born with the AIDS virus 
appears to have been cured, scien- 
tists said Sunday, describing the case 
of a child from Mississippi who’s now 
214 and has been off medication for 
about a year with no signs of infection. 

There’s no guarantee the child will 
remain healthy, although sophisticat- 
ed testing uncovered just traces of 
the virus’s genetic material still lin- 


gering. If so, it would mark only the 
world’s second reported cure. 

Specialists say Sunday’s announce- 
ment, at a major AIDS meeting in 
Atlanta, offers promising clues for 
efforts to eliminate HIV infection in 
children, especially in AIDS-plagued 
African countries. 

“You could call this about as close 
to a cure, if not a cure, that we’ve 
seen,” said Dr. Anthony Fauci of the 
National Institutes of Health, who is 
familiar with the findings. 

A doctor gave this baby faster and 
stronger treatment than is usual, start- 
ing a three-drug infusion within 30 
hours of birth before tests confirmed 


Meanwhile ... 

That a baby born with the AIDS vi- 
rus is now cured shows “there may be 
different cures for different popula- 
tions of HIV-infected people," said Dr. 
Rowena Johnston of amFAR, the Foun- 
dation for AIDS Research. It also sug- 
gests that scientists should look back 
at other children who’ve been treated 
since shortly after birth, including 
some reports of possible cures in the 
late 1990s that were dismissed at the 
time, said Dr. Steven Deeks of the Uni- 
versity of California, San Francisco, 
who also has seen the findings, (ap) 


the infant was infected and not just at 
risk from a mother whose HIV wasn’t 
diagnosed until she was in labor. That 
fast action apparently knocked out 
HIV in the baby’s blood before it could 
form hideouts in the body. 

“I just felt like this baby was at 
higher-than-normal risk and deserved 
our best shot,” said Dr. Hannah Gay, 
a pediatric HIV specialist at the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi. 

Timothy Ray Brown is the only 
other person considered cured of the 
AIDS virus. He underwent a bone 
marrow transplant from one of the 
rare people who are naturally resis- 
tant to HIV.

Baby Born After Parents Die in Crash 


New York 

A pregnant young woman who was 
feeling ill was headed to the hospi- 
tal with her husband early Sunday 
when the car they were riding in was 
hit, killing them both, but their baby 
boy was born prematurely and sur- 
vived, authorities and a relative said. 

The driver of a BMW slammed 
into the car carrying Nachman and 
Raizy Glauber, both 21, at an inter- 
section in Brooklyn, said Isaac Abra- 
ham, a neighbor of Raizy Glauber’s 
parents who lives two blocks from 
the scene of the crash. 

Raizy Glauber was thrown from 


the car and her body landed under a 
parked tractor-trailer, said witnesses 
who came to the scene after the crash. 
Nachman Glauber was pinned in the 
car, and emergency workers had to 
cut off the roof to get him out. 

Both of the Glaubers were pro- 
nounced dead at hospitals, police said, 
and both died of blunt-force trauma, 
the medical examiner said. 

Their infant son was in seri- 
ous condition, said Abraham. The 
Glaubers’ driver was in stable con- 
dition, police said. Both the driv- 
er of the BMW and a passenger fled 
and were being sought, police said.

Jeremy Bush, 35, tried to save 
his brother, Jeff, when the earth 
opened up and swallowed him 
Thursday night. Jeremy Bush had 
to be pulled out of the still-shifting 
hole by a sheriffs deputy. 

On Sunday morning. Bush and 
relatives prayed with a pastor as 
the home — where he lived with 
his girlfriend, Rachel Wicker; their 
daughter, Hannah, 2; and others 
— was demolished. The operator of 


the heavy equipment worked gin- 
gerly, first taking off a front wall. 
Family belongings were scooped 
onto the lawn gentiy in hopes of sal- 
vaging parts of the family’s history. 

By Sunday afternoon — when 
demolition had stopped for the day 
and only a few walls of the home 
remained — a Bible, family pho- 
tos, a jewelry box and a pink teddy 
bear were among the items saved. 

Wanda Carter, the daughter of 
Leland Wicker — who owned the 


home since the 1970s — said her 
mother and father had stored bap- 
tism certificates, cards and photos 
between the pages of that Bible. 

“It means that God is still in 
control, and he knew we needed 
this for closure,” she said, crying. 

Hillsborough County adminis- 
trator Mike Merrill said the remain- 
ing walls of the home would be 
knocked down Monday to allow 
officials and engineers to see the 
sinkhole in the open, tam ar a lush (ap)

Worshippers in the develop- 
ing world prayed for a pope from a 
poorer, non-European nation, while 
churchgoers in Europe said what 
was more important was picking a 
powerful figure who could stop the 
steep losses in Catholic numbers. 

Some South African Catholics 
called for what they described as a 
more pragmatic approach to con- 
traception, given the AIDS epi- 
demic devastating Africa.

Caracas, Venezuela 

Hundreds of protesters took to 
the streets of Venezuela’s capital 
on Sunday, demanding the gov- 
ernment provide complete details 
about the health of ailing Presi- 
dent Hugo Chavez. 

Protesters waving Venezue- 
lan flags chanted “Tell the truth!” 
as they marched through eastern 
Caracas. They accused government 
officials of keeping from the public 
a full account of Chavez’s condition. 


“They don’t tell us the truth,” 
said Mildred Moreau, 64. “We feel 
that they are trying to trick us.” 

The protest was staged a day 
after Vice President Nicolas Mad- 
uro said Chavez has been receiv- 
ing chemotherapy while recovering 
from a severe respiratory infection.

Five companies win 
contract to serve 
MetroAccess riders 

Washington 

Metro said Friday that it award- 
ed an $86 million contract to five 
vendors for MetroAccess, its door- 
to-door shuttle service for dis- 
abled riders. 

The winners of the contract 
include Veolia Transportation for 
$36.46 million, First Transit for 
$22.07 million. Diamond Trans- 
portation for $9.79 million, MV 
Transportation for $14.61 million 
and MTM for $2.55 million. 

Veolia, First Transit and Dia- 
mond will be responsible for pro- 
viding the drivers and maintain- 
ing the vehicles. MV Transportation 
will manage the MetroAccess call 
center and MTM will be in charge 


of quality assurance of the other 
four vendors. 

The contracts are for five years 
and have an additional five-year 
renewal option. 

In a press release, Metro gener- 
al manager Richard Sarles prom- 
ised better service for customers 
because the companies are “being 
held to even stricter performance 
standards for reliability.” 

Riders have complained about 
poor service, late vehicles and 


Profit for Amtrak

other problems with the MetroAc- 
cess service. 

Under the new contracts, Metro 
said there will be more incentives 
and disincentives for vehicles that 
are late. 

There will also be performance 
measures and financial penalties 
for those whose service drops below 
a 90 percent on-time level. 

Metro has been searching for 
a new contractor since June 2012. 
The previous contractor to Metro 
for the disabled rider service was 
with MV Transportation.

Wife Charged in Pastor's Death 


Neighbors shocked 
by domestic case in 
Loudoun County 

Leesburg, Va. 

In the Leesburg neighborhood 
of Edwards Landing, Kyung and 
Dae Hwang struck everyone as a 
couple full of love and generosity. 

Kyung, 63, a pastor and a hard- 
ware store employee, enjoyed 
cleaning out neighbors’ drive- 
ways with his snowblower. Dae, 
57, roamed house-to-house, drop- 
ping off plates of her homemade 
tempura, sushi and noodles. 
Saturday morning, neighbors 


along Chickasaw Place saw a much 
different sight: Law enforcement 
authorities leading Dae outside 
of her home and into the back- 
seat of a police cruiser. Later that 
day, the Leesburg Police Depart- 
ment charged Dae with first- 
degree murder in the slaying of 
her husband. She is being held 
without bond. 

The homicide in the well-kept 
neighborhood has startled neigh- 
bors who cannot fathom how 
or why Dae could have alleged- 
ly killed her husband. Kyung’s 
death was the first of the year for 
Leesburg.

said Kyung suffered “several stab 
wounds all over the body.”

“We are still trying to deter- 
mine what caused this to occur,” 
Moxley said Sunday. 

So are the neighbors. 

Cheri Shields, 49, who lives 
across the street from the 
Hwangs, said she will most 
remember Kyung for visiting her 
home in August and praying over 
her mother, who had been stay- 
ing with her as she succumbed 
to cancer. 

“Kyung and Dae would come 
over regularly,” Shields recalled. 
“He’d speak Korean and hold my 
mother’s hand.

After years in the doldrums, the 
housing market appears back on 
track. Home sales and prices are 
up, and mortgage rates remain 
near historic lows, reinvigorat- 
ing the appeal of homeownership. 

Here are five tips to get finan- 
cially prepared to purchase a home: 

Assess Your Funds 

Before you get too involved in look- 
ing at listings, evaluate your financ- 
es thoroughly. Stew Larsen, head 
of Bank of the West’s mortgage 


banking division, suggests adding 
up the monthly house payment — 
principal, interest, taxes and insur- 
ance — and subtract it from your 
gross monthly income. The house 
payment shouldn’t be more than 
28 percent to 30 percent of that. 

Budget Like You Own 

You’ve figured out roughly how 
much money you should devote to 
housing. But also consider repairs, 
utilities - which often run higher 
than in apartments - and, if you live 
in a condominium, association fees. 

Erin Baehr, a certified financial 


planner in Stroudsburg, Penn., rec- 
ommends that renters calculate the 
extra monthly costs and start set- 
ting aside that amount. 

Get Preapproved 

Ask a lender to assess how much 
you can borrow. Your preapproval 
letter is a solid indication of what 
you can spend. But understand 
the difference between a preap- 
proval letter and being prequali- 
fied for a loan. 

Being prequalified is basically 
an opinion drawn from a cursory 
assessment of your financial profile. 


Know Your Credit Score 

Buyers seeking a shot at the most favor- 
able interest rate on a home loan must gen- 
erally have a FICO score of at least 720 out 
of 850. Loans backed by the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration require a FICO score of at 
least 580, but you’ll pay a higher interest rate. 
Consumers are entitled to a free credit report 
once a year from each of the credit bureaus: Experian, TransUnion and Equifax. 
You can get copies at Annualcreditreport.com. (ap)

thorough credit and income review, 
though the loan won’t go through 
until all of the borrower’s financial 
information is verified. 

The Down Payment 

While some loan programs allow 
homebuyers to make a down pay- 
ment of as little as 3.5 percent of 


the purchase price, experts say 
you’ll need to save enough for at 
least a 20 percent down payment 
in order to get the lowest interest 
rate and avoid having to pay pri- 
vate mortgage insurance. 

In addition, you’ll also have to 
set money aside for closing costs,

Three budget crises ago, in early 
2011, Republicans and President 
Barack Obama faced off over rais- 
ing the debt ceiling — and Ali- 
son Brown saw the writing on 
the wall. 

Washington had entered the 
cycle of partisan brinksmanship 
over the budget that has sown 
confusion among federal agen- 
cies and delayed contracts to such 
small companies as Brown’s Navsys 
Corp., which designs satellite naviga- 
tion systems. So Brown slashed her 
40-strong workforce in half And, as 
she feared, her revenues have since 
plunged by half 

The latest crisis hit Friday with 
across-the-board automatic spend- 
ing cuts. They total about $85 bil- 
lion, but the economic damage creat- 
ed by two years of showdowns is far 
greater. And there’s no end in sight: 
Temporary resolutions funding the 
government expire on March 27. May 
brings another debt ceiling standoff 

“We’re planning for the worst,” 
Brown said. “We’re not going to be 
taking risks and making invest- 
ments, and that’s bad for the coun- 
try as a whole.” 

Thousands of businesses are in 
similar straits, from defense con- 
tractors like Navsys to wheat farm- 
ers. It is one reason the U.S. econom- 
ic recovery has been so persistently 
anemic. But it is happening quietly, 
drowned out by dueling press con- 
ferences inside the Beltway and gen- 
eral disgust at the perpetual drama 
over federal spending. 

With deficits setting records in 
recent years, Obama insists on a 
mix of tax increases and spending 
cuts. Republicans insist on cuts only. 
Voters ensured two more years of 
uncertainty by re-electing Obama

and a Republican-controlled House 
in November. 

The impact is felt in Colorado, an

On the eastern plains, Colorado 
farmers should be enjojdng skyrock- 
eting prices for wheat, soybeans and 
other staples.

Farmers don’t know if they’ll still 
be protected from crop failures or 
other natural disasters.

Case Study: An 111 Wind 

Denver’s suburbs were partly insulated from the economic downturn by 
a strong renewable energy industry, though wind energy has tapered off 
since a federal tax credit was extended in January, days after it expired. 
But that was too late for Vestas, a wind turbine manufacturer that em- 
ployed 1,700 people in Colorado at the start of 2012. On Feb. 21, it said 
it was cutting 10 percent of its remaining 1,100 workers due to the late 
extension. “It does take a while to get the industry restarted," said Peter 
Kelley of the American Wind Energy Alliance. The industry fears more

Female Kicker's Tryout 
For NFL Lasts 2 Kicks

Lauren Silberman’s NFL tryout 
lasted all of two kicks, neither of 
which traveled 20 yards. 

Silberman became the first 
woman to compete at an NFL region- 
al scouting combine on Sunday, but 
left the New York Jets’ practice field 
after reinjuring her quadriceps. She 
tried two kickoffs, the first going 19 
yards and the second about 13 yards, 
and then asked to see a trainer. 

As more than two dozen media 
members watched her every move, 
the 28-year-old Silberman was 
examined off to the side of the prac- 
tice field. About 30 minutes later, 
while 36 other kickers continued 
their workouts, she called the scene 
“surreal” and thanked the NFL for 
“this tremendous opportunity.” 

A former club soccer player 


at Wisconsin, Silberman took no 
warmup kicks until she attempted 
her first kickoff and even appeared 
to have trouble keeping the foot- 
ball on the kicking tee. 

“I’ve always been an athlete, 
and I’ve always been a gamer,” 
she said while fighting back tears. 
“When I had the opportunity to be 
in the NFL, one of the world’s most 
competitive leagues, I absolutely 
had to take the chance.” 

Silberman said she suffered a 
quadriceps injury while preparing 
for the tryout earlier in the week, 
and attributed her struggles to that. 

“I tried staying off it and wait- 
ed for today,” she said. “I didn’t even 
take kicks in warmups, and it’s pret- 
ty hard to know that you’ll be in pain 
and I wanted to work through it and 
I certainly tried to, but I just couldn’t

Angels’ Trout Takes the High Road on Salary, Position

Los Angeles Angels slugger Mike 
Trout figures if he keeps produc- 
ing like he did during his historic 
rookie season, he’ll be in line for 
a handsome raise soon enough. 

The Angels renewed the con- 
tract of the AL Rookie of the Year 
for $510,000 on Saturday, just 
$20,000 above the major league 
minimum, prompting an angry 
response from Trout’s agent. 

While Craig Landis said the 
renewal “falls well short of a Tair’ 
contract,” Trout took the high road 
before a morning workout at the 
Angels’ spring training complex on 
Sunday, repeatedly insisting that 
“I’m just happy to be in the lineup.” 

“I mean, my time will come,” 
Trout said before a team meeting. “I 
just have to keep putting out num- 
bers and concentrating on one thing, 
and that’s getting to the postseason.” 

Trout had a base salary of 



$482,500 last year, when he hit 
.326 with 30 homers and 83 RBIs, 
and led the majors with 129 runs 
and 49 steals. Trout was the run- 
away choice as the AL’s top rook- 
ie, earning a $10,000 bonus, and 
finished second to Detroit’s Miguel 
Cabrera in MVP voting. 

Trout has one year, 70 days of 
major league service, which the 


Angels historically have placed 
more weight upon than performance 
in renewing contracts. Teams are 
allowed to renew the contracts of 
unsigned players on their 40 -man 
rosters from March 2 to 11. 

There were 22 players whose 
contracts were finalized by the 
Angels on Saturday. The high- 
est salary of those players went to

first baseman and outfielder Mark 
Trumbo, who will make $540,000. 

Trout likely will be eligible for 
arbitration after the 2014 season. 

“During the process, on behalf 
of Mike, I asked only that the 
Angels compensate Mike fairly 
for his historic 2012 season, given 
his service time,” Landis said in a 
statement. “This contract falls well 
short of a Tair’ contract, and I have 


voiced this to the Angels through- 
out the process. Nonetheless, the 
renewal of Mike’s contract will put 
an end [to] this discussion.” 

Nationals outfielder Bryce 
Harper, the reigning NL Rookie 
of the Year, will make $750,000 
this season under terms of the five- 
year deal he signed through 2015. 
Harper hit .270 with 22 homers and 
59 RBIs in 139 games last season. 

Landis also made it seem that 
Trout was unhappy with a move 
to left field this season, which was 
designed to allow speedy Peter 
Bourjos to become the Angels’ pri- 
mary center fielder. 

“As when he learned he would 
not be the team’s primary center 
fielder for the upcoming season,” 
Landis’ statement said, “Mike will 
put the disappointment [of his sal- 
ary] behind him and focus on help- 
ing the Angels reach their goal of 
winning the 2013 World Series.”

D.C.’s March Madness 
of Comedy Looks to unify 
and spotlight the city’s 
growing funny business

Christian Hunt grew up in Glover Park, 
across the street from Fugazi founder 
Ian MacKaye. In 2010, Hunt had the 
idea to start a variety show that would 
showcase D.C.’s best comedians and 
musicians, so he emailed MacKaye 
for advice. 

Hunt’s first thought was to put a 
pitch together and raise some money, 
but MacKaye stopped him short: “He 
says, ‘Look, if you want to pitch some- 
thing, move to New York or Los Angeles. 
In D.C., we do things,’ ” Hunt recalls. 

Three months later, the Capital 
City Showcase was born. The live vari- 
ety show, which Hunt hosts, is now a 


monthly event at the District of Colum- 
bia Arts Center in Adams Morgan. The 
Showcase is Hunt’s way of embodying 
MacKaye’s do-it-yourself ethos. 

This month. Hunt, 30, is teaming up 
with Bethesda-based District Comedy to 
launch the biggest Showcase-sponsored 
event yet: D.C.’s first March Madness of 
Comedy. The 36-comedian tournament 
begins tonight at Silver Spring’s Fire 
Station 1 and culminates on March 
23 at DCAC. 

Brad Ryan, 28, who co-founded Dis- 
trict Comedy in 2010 with comedian 
Ralph Cooper, sees the event as a log- 
ical step toward making D.C. a well- 


respected comedy town. 

The problem, Ryan says, is that 
whenever D.C. comics get good, they 
leave for other cities. Take Seaton Smith, 
for example, who decamped to New 
York a few years ago. “I wish someone 
like Seaton could stay in D.C.,” Ryan 
says, getting to the core of District Com- 
edy’s mission — to make it easier for 
comedians to maintain a career here. 

“All the [comedy] promoters in the 
area, they all have the same thing in 
mind,” Ryan says. “They want people 
to be able to walk into a comedy show 
anywhere in the city and see people 
they recognize.”

The first round will feature 12 D.C.- 
area comics at each venue; two more 
rounds follow and then, on March 23, 
six comedians will battle for the crown 
and a modest cash prize at DCAC. The 
audience will vote (determining who 
advances), though a panel of judges will 
ultimately name the victor.

When Clive Davis announced his 
latest project — a Broadway reviv- 
al of “My Fair Lady” next year — it 
seemed to mark a step away from 
the music mogul’s laserlike focus 
on making hits — and hitmakers. 

But Davis, 80, still has his eyes 
on the charts. With “My Fair Lady,” 
his goal is to bring Broadway back 
to the days when its songs topped 
the charts, something that hasn’t 
been the case for the Great White 
Way in some time. 

“Even 'Book of Mormon’ does 
not have memorable songs, classic 
songs that the era of the ’20s, ’30s 
produced,” Davis says. “So I looked 
into the rights of 'My Fair Lady’ I 
really want to make an event of it.” 

It’s a lofty goal — but it’s one 
that wouldn’t surprise many. Davis’ 
iconic career has included making 
superstars of acts as varied as Whit- 
ney Houston, Barry Manilow and 


Alicia Keys, creating second acts 
for legends like Aretha Franklin 
and Santana, and playing an inte- 
gral role in the 
careers of many 
others. 

Davis discuss- 
es some of these 
achievements in 
his new autobi- 
ography, “The 
Soundtrack of My 
Life” ($30, Simon & Schuster). Writ- 
ten with music journalist Antho- 
ny DeCurtis, it includes behind- 
the-scenes details and revelations 
that provide new insight into a life 
well-documented. While his disclo- 
sure that he’s bisexual has gener- 
ated the most headlines, the book 
also shows why Davis holds a rar- 
efied status in the music world — 
an executive almost as famous as 
his performers. 

Patti Smith says what makes him 
special is his dedication to true art. 

“He had room in his stable for 
a dark horse,” says Smith, whom 
Davis signed in 1975. “He has a 
weakness for the unique performer.”
